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‘We had some once in ifatine DXpetitons this year... OK maybe twice or three times in aifetie DXpediions. The year 
Staried of with the combined VPSST| / VPBSGI Dspediion that was monumentally successful. The team activated South 
Sandwich and South Georgia stands. Both were high onthe most wanted Ist. Ifyou did nat work them then you need Io turn 
your radio on. few lacals worked them from ther mobi stalon! VPBSGI netted 82.647 QSOs filing over 3,000 ATNOs and 
‘ver 18,000 new band / mode slots. VPBST! similarly did well wih almost 55,000 GSOs filing over 5,000 ATNOs and over 
21,000 new band / mode slots. The numbers onthe low bands were imprassive, Recall that even 10 metars was sil up and 
runing atthe beginning ofthe year. We won't see that again fora few years! 


‘March brought us two great OXpacitions! Juan De Nova was activated early in the month and they Ware pralfc. The ferocity 
they exhibited was world cass, checking off naw ones for many ops world wide. They tolalad ver 105,000 QSOs with 26,000, 
unique cals| Again FTJA doled out aver 6,000 ATNOs and filed 34,500 new band / made sols. 


‘Almost concurrent with that Dzpeition the Heard Island boys arvad! Even though Big Ban. the island volcano, blocked the 
path tothe West Coast and the team discovered the second operating sta would endanger life and limb, the operation was 
‘235y pickins fr us! Thanks again fo Bob and team for realy putting in the monumental fort required fo put VKOEK. on the a. 
“The team netted over 75,000 QSOs from one ofthe toughest locaions fo work and got oin the word. The path to the major 
population centers that are all inthe Northern Hemisphere are the longest rom anywhere. Again due to thelr persistence and 
the cooperation af the OX community the team doled out over 4,000 ATNOs and 22,000 new band / mode slats. Congratula- 
tons! leis important to note tal a soon aa tha MV Bravehear finished tha VP Dxpedtion they wore off fo pickup tha Hears 
Group. A special thanks Io the caplan and crew. They have earned thelr Bravehoar ite! 


Notto diminish the efforts of the many other DXpcitions, far too many to cavern the alloted column, thera ie ane ather that 
has to be mentioned which stood oul as very significant. D66D, the Comoros Island Dxpaditon in September is one forthe 
books. The presence onthe bands could nel go unnoticed and again iis another tough path! The group netted neatly 43,000 
(SOs and delad out 1200 ATNOs plus B400 new band / mode slots. Considering te low solar actvty this Fall this effort and 
al the Fall efforts are noteworthy, 


‘Another pleasant surprise were the VP6, Ptcin Island operations. The island has been radio silat for years. For West Coat 
‘erstis @ chip shal however you hava fo point your antenna due south! The operation VPGAH lasted for lmast 3 mane and 
found many glad Dxers! Thanks to Ul, DL2AH. 


“Then there was the KCOW "Cows Over the World Dxpesition”. During 7 months Tom made an aggregate of over 100,000 
(50s from 207, XU, T30, HH, YJ, FM, 40, 51V, KHB, VE. T2 and was planning to operate rom 302, H44, SZ and athars when 
‘everything but the shit on his back was tolen in Kiba, Ths is one ofthe epic ane man DXpacitions ever, along tha ines of 
Gus Browning, WW4BPD, in te SOs and GOs. Tom has racovares his zeal and is heading ou again. His ORZ.com sie saye he 
just fished a stint in Montanegro, 40 and in January he is ramping up for Equatorial Guinea, SC and Annonbon Island, SCO 
You have ta love his energy! 


“Thera were sa many great OXpedtions this year that we fear one might nat be mentioned. Almost weekly some group was on 
going hard att wil be pretty mundane when all this activity dias down. Hopefuly the curent population of operators who 
lelong dream was to go on DXpeiton wil be replnished by new relrees and energetic youngsters! 


“The most exciting contacts were on the odd paths, the ones that are nether lng or shart path but in some add direction. Infact 
this fal 30m and 40m have been extibting good openings tothe Indian Ocean pointing evar South America. Even Laos and 
Cambodia have been worked over that path. Its really strange to hear an LU or PY a few KHz above an XU, XW. 45, 80 oF 
‘even the VKG that often frequent this pat tothe Wert Coasl Because the indian Ocean, particulary the Souther Indian 
(Ocean, is near our antipade signals can pop up in any direction. Often turning the antenna almost 180 degrees results in no 
‘appreciable change in signal level. 30 meters has shown itself be productive not only at ight but in daylight Africa and Asia 
have been worked throughout the afternoon. Many ofthe moming openings extend tothe whole day. 


It should be nated that the upcoming years wil be a boon for 20 meters and above. If you de nat have an elfective antenna on 
{160m 20m then make plans to get one or several. Those who have one ofthe StepplR OB series with the dipole for 80 are 
surely at an advantage over the usual wie statons. Reviewing the membership thre ae few if any members lft in the big 
Station category. What has offset the disadvantaged isthe antennas naw employed by many OX staions. Quite a few are do- 
ing the heavy lting for both sides giving access to even the most modest station. 


2017 operations are stacking up on the NG3K announced DXpedtion website. 80, Maldives, A7, Qatar, J5 Guinea Bissau, TU, 
Ivary Caast and ZC4 Cyprus SBA are st to go this mont. Inthe fllowing months operations from TL, XX, FOIA, and KH are 
‘aeady inthe mix It may develop ino another prety greal year for DXing. Ith ta be said time and again. The easiest mode 
to work DX is CW. Timing is everything and a good band scope nowadays i indispensible Uni next year... Keep on DXing!
